in the soil to be picked up when and as 
the crop needs nitrogen.

Farm program 
hopes poor 


TH HOUSE FAILED by 4 

votes to override the Presi- 
dents’ veto of the REA bill. 
Earlier the senate mustered the 
necessary two-thirds strength to 
override. 


The bill was not a very im- 
portant one. It merely took 
away the secretary of agricul- 
ture’s authority to approve or 
disapprove REA loans. 


However, the incident may be 
extremely important. It pro- 
vided the first crucial test of 
strength for opposing farm 
forces in congress. 

The failure of the house to 
override the veto, even by a 
slim margin, is discouraging to 
Democratic backers of new farm 
legislation. They know the 
President will veto any new 
farm bill that is opposed by Sec- 
retary Benson. And indications 
are pretty clear now that the 
house majority leaders can’t get 
enough pro-farm votes to over- 
ride a veto. 

This means that farm 
legislation has now come 
the closest ever to a com- 
plete stalemate. 

The bitterness that developed 
over the REA bill reduces hopes 
for a new compromise farm pro- 
gram. Benson and the two ag- 
ricultural committees are almost 
at directly opposite poles of 
thinking. 

The most urgent need for new 
legislation continues to be for 
wheat. If some compromise bill 
is finally worked out, it is cer- 
tain to really please no one com- 
pletely. 

The chances are it will in- 
volve some sharp cuts in allot- 
ments, and lower supports. The 
15-acre exemption is certain to 
be cut, and there will be some 
pressure to eliminate it com- 
pletely.

‘EVERAL NEW farm pro- 

grams are in the works, even 
| tho their supporters don’t have 
too much hope for passage this 
year. 

Iowa Rep. Merwin Coad, has 
introduced a new land retire- 
ment program bill. Surplus 
commodities would be used to 
pay farmers for their retired 
acres. 

Sen. Homer E. Capehart (Rep. 
Ind.) has introduced a bill which 
would add another 40 million 
acres to the soil bank. Secre- 
tary Benson is expected to ask 
congress for authority to boost 
the soil bank another 17 million 
acres. 

Another plan has been worked 
out by Rep. W. R. Poage, (Dem. 
Texas) but is not as yet intro- 
duced. It also is aimed at re- 
tiring up to 20 percent of each 
farmer’s land, with payments 
from the existing surplus stocks.

Grass or drylot 
for your cattle? 


Here are points you'll want to consider 
when you make the final feeding decision 


OOD USE of grass can cut the cost 

of beef gains. But it usually delays 
the time when animals reach a given grade 
or finish. This is what makes the drylot 
versus pasture feeding decision a tough 
one for many folks. 

Pasture feeding generally takes less 
grain per pound of gain. So corn or other 
grain saved is part of the reduced cost. 

You can get by with less labor, too. 
Self feeders work well on pasture. There’s 
no roughage to handle, either. Part of 
the labor advantage can be cancelled if 
you have a problem providing shade or 
water for animals on pasture 

There’s no manure to haul either, tho 
it may not be spread where you’d most 
like to have it 

Over a period of time, most figures show 
little difference in profits from drylot 
and pasture feeding. So the decision is 
often set by the amount of grass you have 
and the alternative uses for this grass. 
One alternative use that usually outshines 
pasture feeding is putting tillable grass- 
land back into crops. 


If you didn’t buy cattle with a grass 
program in mind, you may get right 
down to the wire before a decision 
must be made. Then the kind of 
cattle you have will be a factor. 


For example, heifers seldom fit a pas- 
ture program. Most folks prefer to move 
them out fast—usually in May or June. 
If they are kept too long, they tend to 
become cowy in appearance and may 
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show pregnancy. This often forces you 
to sell at a lower price. 

Yearling steers give you a wider choice 
if they aren’t in too heavy flesh for pas- 
ture. 

Some folks put thin yearling steers on 
pasture without grain for the early part 
of the season. Later they start feeding 
grain on pasture, or in drylot. Others 
start right out with full feed of grain on 
pasture. 

Figure on about an acre of good blue- 
grass per steer. Or about half that much 
if the pasture is a good grass-legume mix- 
ture. Of course, the exact amount will 
vary with productivity of the pasture and 
length of the pasturing period. 


Expect to use a little more area for 
steer calves since they are usually 
left on pasture for a longer period. A 
good guess is 14 acres of bluegrass 
or three-fourths acre of grass-legume 
mixture. Again, the exact amount 
may vary considerably. 


While pasture feeding lowers the cost 
of gain, it may also lower the grade un- 
less followed with a period of drylot feed- 
ing. Buyers tend to dock grass fed cattle, 
tho some carcass research disputes their 
reasons for doing so. As a result, the 
grass or drylot decision is sometimes 
based on market outlook—will prices hold 
for the extra time needed? 

At this time, the cattle outlook is one 
of farming’s bright spots 

Last year’s buildup of cattle numbers

hasn't brought us to the danger point 
yet. So the biggest question mark in the 
outlook is weather. 

Widespread drouth in the range coun- 
try could cause dumping of breeding 
stock and a drop in fat cattle prices 
However, range conditions are generally 
good except for dry spots in South Da- 
kota and the far southwest 

Cattle feeders had 8 percent more cat- 
tle on feed April 1 than a year earlier, 
according to a recent USDA survey. Mar- 
keting intentions reported at survey time 
indicated a marketing pattern much like 
last year 

There does seem to be some tendency 
to hold and feed longer. This shows up 
in number of cattle marketed so far and 
in heavier market weights 

The increased number of cattle on feed 
isn’t expected to bring price problems 
This is mainly because the kill of cows 
and non-feds has dropped to a point 
where total animals 
slaughtered this spring is below the figure 
for the same period last year

This shortage of lower grade beef 
has placed a strong support under 
the entire market. 


Favorable prices for fat cattle and 
plenty of feed can be expected to keep 
feeder prices high this fall. This, in turn 
encourages ranchers to continue holding 
back cows and heifers for herd expansion 

There’s little reason—barring drouth 
to expect a change in this pattern until 
the fall of 1960, or perhaps 1961. Until 
that time, most of the up and down price 
changes are expected to be mostly sea- 
sonal and minor 

In short, your drylot or pasture feed- 
ing decision seems to be free of a major 
price break danger.

St. Lawrence Seaway 
HECTIC WEEK followed the opening 
of the new St. Lawrence seaway in 

late April. On the first 8 days, 169 lake- 
bound ships passed thru the first lock. 

The seaway is a magnificent accom- 
plishment. It will provide a big boost 
for the Midwest in the years ahead. For- 
eign trade will be stimulated, because the 
seaway means lower shipping costs. 

Potential savings on wheat to Europe, 
Africa, and South America are in the 17 
to 20-cent per bushel range. Chicago and 
Duluth will be the major ports for wheat 
shipments. The new seaway serves 17 
states, including Iowa. Most of our grain 
exports come from this 17-state area 

The seaway may trigger some other 
benefits, too, according to a USDA study. 
The shakeup in shipping costs may in- 
fluence railroads and barge operators to 
lower their rates. This would further re- 
duce the costs of marketing grain, for 
both overseas and domestic shipments

Who's Afraid of Vertical Integration? 


UR FIRST SCARES from the 

vertical integration bugaboo 
have passed. Most of you find your- 
selves farming pretty much the same 
way you did in 1958 or 1957. 


We’re now in position to make a 
calmer appraisal of the integration 
development. Just how much of a 
threat is it to Iowa agriculture? Is 
farming, as we have come to know 

it, now on the way out? 


Integration carries only minor 
threats to efficient family farms in 
Iowa! 


Integrated systems do open the door 
for some production and marketing ef- 
ficiencies. But alert Iowa farmers are 
already taking advantage of many of 
these opportunities for efficiency. And 
we can adopt the others in plenty of time 
to head off any big scale integration in 
this area 

Why? First, there is no advantage in 
integrating crop production, except for 
special fruit and vegetable crops. So no 
one is challenging Iowa farmers’ position 
in feed grain and forage production. 

But how about eggs, pork, and beef? 
For the most part, vertical integrators are 
smart enough not to move in unless they 
see ways to turn out these products cheap- 
er or better than current producers. 


Can large-scale integrated systems 
produce eggs and meat cheaper? 


Purdue studies show that practically 
all production economies are possible on 
typical farm-sized operations. Production 
costs per unit can’t be lowered much 


What Do We Want? 


ISAGREEMENT over farm programs 

appears to have reached a new high. 
Congress and USDA have not been able 
to find any ground for compromise after 
4 months of negotiations, even tho action 
is urgently needed. 

Farmers’ opinions, too, seem to vary 
more now than ever before. The most 
recent Wallaces Farmer Poll is reported 
on page 46. The results indicate that no 
farm program idea comes anywhere near 
having the support of a majority of lowa 
farmers. 

Admittedly, these issues are so com- 
plex that it’s hard to measure peoples’ 
true beliefs, even with a personal inter- 
view poll like ours. A number of un- 
answered questions remain. 

Do 17 percent really want no govern- 
ment program of any kind? Or are these 
folks simply voting for a principle that 
sounds good? 
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Do they mean they just want to see the 
price support program dropped? Or do 
they want to do away with all govern- 
ment help to farmers, including ACP, 
SCS and extension service, and research 
and market information? 

Are only 20 percent willing to stay 
within allotments in return for high price 
supports? Or did 80 percent pass by this 
option because they figure this program 
has been tried without much success? 

Why are only 17 percent in favor of 
land retirement programs? Do they think 
they won’t work? Or are they afraid 
they’ll be forced to set aside part of their 
farm which is “too small” already? 

One more question. Is it possible that 
some individuals and organizations actual- 
ly are trying to stimulate confusion and 
disagreement? A complete stalemate 
on new legislation will soon force an end 
to all government farm programs.

By specializing, practically every Iowa 
farmer can handle one livestock enter- 
prise of this size. So that means we can 
produce eggs and meat as cheaply on Iowa 
family farms as anyone, anywhere.

Only if we are asleep when it comes to 
turning out the quality of eggs, pork, and 
beef consumers want. To meet this chal- 
lenge, we must pay close attention to our 
swine breeding and egg quality programs 
And if you don’t have confidence in your 
ability to select the right kind of boar, 
for example, don’t be too proud to seek 
out some qualified help! 


Iowa’s share of the livestock busi- 
ness will grow if: 


We work steadily to improve the qual- 
ity of our beef, pork, and eggs 

We select breeding animals for both 
quality and rate of gain 

We work towards evening out the fluc- 
tuations in hogs, milk and egg marketings 

We stay alert to better production tech- 
niques, and adopt them quickly as soon 
as they show real promise. 

In conclusion, we'll be hearing about 
new integration ‘deals’ from time to 
time. A few of these new schemes will 
click, but many will fail. 

There’s no reason you can’t make use 
of any new techniques that click, especial- 
ly if you belong to a marketing co-op or 
have good contract outlets for your pro- 
duce. 
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WHAT KIND of weather will we get 
this summer? If you believe in long- 
range predictions, you’re probably a little 
confused right now. The two largest 
private weather services predict directly 
opposite summers for Iowa. 


ONE PREDICTOR says rainfall will be 
about normal all summer. June will be 
cool, July unseasonably cool, and we'll 
get one of the coolest Augusts in recent 
years. 


THE REPORT from another service 
arrived on my desk the same day. These 
folks predict that all three summer 
months will be on the hot side, and on the 
dry side. So take your choice!

Early-cut hay is best 


By Dick Seim 
EGUME plants pack a lot of protein, 
energy, vitamins and minerals. Made 
into high-quality hay, legumes, or legume- 
grass mixtures are production-boosting 
feed. 

Cutting, curing, and storing the hay 
without big losses in quality means an 
annual race with the weather. 

But it’s a race that lots of farmers win. 
They pay close attention to the weather 
outlook. They mow hay early. Many of 
them use hay conditioners to save field- 
curing time. Some have hay drying equip- 
ment. 


Cutting the hay crop early gives 
you better forage to begin with. Pro- 
tein content is higher in early stages 
of bloom. (See accompanying table.) 


“I cut alfalfa when it first starts to 
bloom,” says Maurice Johnson, Marshall 
county, Iowa, cattle feeder. 

Johnson will have 90 acres of hay this 
vear. He plants a mixture of 7 pounds 
of alfalfa and one pound of alsike clover 
per acre. 

With a lot of hay to put up, Johnson 
wants to save time where he can. A hay 
conditioner helps him do that. He’s used 
one for 10 years. 

“We follow with the hay crusher the 
next round behind the mower,” he says. 

The cattleman likes the job it does. He 
says, “It makes softer hay. It’s better 
feed. Cattle prefer it to hay that hasn’t 
been crushed.” 

How much field-curing time does crush- 
ing save? “That depends on the weather,” 
Johnson says. 
ditions, it cuts drying time about in half.”’ 


This may mean getting hay in a 
day sooner. And that’s often the dif- 
ference between top-quality hay and 
hay that gets a thoro drenching. 


Quality drops fast when hay is rained 
on. Some nutrients are actually leached 
out of the plants. And of course, the hay 
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“But under normal con- 





usually must be turned again. This con- 
tributes to heavy leaf loss. 

Leaf losses can occur without rain 
damage, however. Hay quality depends 
on keeping these losses at a low level. 
Alfalfa leaves contain five times as much 
digestible protein as the stems. 

To help hold down leaf shattering, rak- 
ing should be done before hay gets too 
dry. Johnson starts raking in the morn- 
ing while hay is still a litthke damp and 
tough from dew. 

A Black Hawk county, Iowa, farmer, 
Darrell Ayer, eliminates raking alto- 
gether. He has shields attached to the 
rear of his hay conditioner. They funnel 
hay into a narrow swath. 

“It saves an operation. And I believe 
it saves leaves,”’ Ayer says. 

Both Ayer and Johnson bale their hay. 
They find bales convenient to store and 
feed. 


Johnson begins baling when he 
estimates hay is dry enough to keep 
—but not so dry that leaf shattering 
will be excessive. 


College specialists say hay should be 
raked at between 40 and 50 percent mois- 
ture, and baled at about 20 percent. 
Loose hay can be put in the mow at a 
little higher moisture content. 

Farmers who have hay drying equip- 
ment can take hay from the field at 35 
to 40 percent moisture. This offers seve- 
ral advantages, points out I. P. Blauser, 
Ohio State University agricultural engi- 
neer. 

“In wet years, drying equipment can 


insure against a crop loss. But even in 
favorable years, it can mean better quality 
hay, less loss of leaves and less bleaching 
by the sun,” he says 

Hay dryers make it possible to harvest 
more hay at the proper stage of maturity 

To set up a hay drying system in your 
mow, you need a fan, a motor, and air 
ducts. The goal is an even flow of air 
thru the hay. 

Engineer Blauser makes this point: Get 
a fan big enough to do the job. This is a 
fan that will deliver 500 cubic feet of air 
per minute for each ton of hay to be dried 


The motor must match the capacity 
of the fan. Usually, a fan will handle 
10 tons of hay for each horsepower 
of the motor. 


Hay drying increases the chances of 
getting first-grade hay. But it also costs 
more—probably $2 a ton, at least. 

Improving hay quality isn’t tied just 
to the use of special equipment, however. 
Early cutting is a big factor. Careful 
handling during the harvesting helps. 

Getting good hay is worth a little 
trouble. It can supply many of the nu- 
trients needed in livestock rations. 

Good green, leafy hay may supply 10 
times as much vitamin A per pound as 
corn. Sun-cured hay contains an abun- 
dance of vitamin D. 

The mineral content of good hay may 
range up to 8 percent. “Beef cattle on full 
grain receiving as much as 4 to 5 pounds 
of good hay per head daily have no need 
for additional mineral except salt,” indi- 
cates H. G. Russell, University of Illinois 
livestock specialist. 

Good hay may supply 13 to 15 percent 
protein. “Every 3 pounds of good hay 
supplies the protein equivalent of one 
pound of a high protein supplement feed,” 
Russell adds.

Tempers flare over 
reapportionment 


N° reapportionment from this 
1 session of the legislature. 
It adjourned after last ditch ef- 
forts produced little but bitter- 
ness. 

The issue was tossed back and 
forth between the house and 
senate like a lighted firecracker. 
Conference committees, caucus 
meetings, and individuals of- 
fered compromise after compro- 
mise, only to see their work 
fall apart on votes that frequent- 
ly shattered party lines. 

The house insisted on main- 
taining at least one legislator 
for each county. This left two 
basic choices: (1) 99 member 
house with senate on population 
or (2) 99 member senate with 
house on population 

To have the house fairly 
represent population with a 
minimum of one representative 
per county would require more 
than 300 members. 

The senate wanted to remain 
on the area basis and to retain 
its small membership. So it 
didn’t really like either ef the 
basic house choices. 

Then, too, members of both 
houses from the heavily popu- 
lated areas generally insisted 
on some population representa- 
tion in both houses. Most rural 
representatives weren’t willing 
to surrender voluntarily that 
much of their present power. 


Splits in interest criss- 
crossed and deepened. Ac- 
ceptable compromise was 
extremely difficult — unat- 
tainable this session. 

As tempers flared, agreement 
on other issues became more 
difficult. The house passed and 
the senate appropriations com- 
mittee killed a bill to increase 
agricultural land tax credit ap- 
propriations. This held appro- 
priations close to the $170 
million recommended by the 
governor. 

A marketing division was es- 
tablished within the department 
of agriculture. Money allotted 
for this purpose was trimmed 
from $50 thousand to $20 thou- 
sand. 

A bill to tighten income tax 
collection was signed by the 
governor. Cigarette tax was in- 
creased from 3 to 4 cents per 
pack.

Following are some suggestions 
on care, use of power sprayers 


PROPER CARE and adjust- 

ment of your power sprayer 

is important. Taking time to be 

sure of your settings is one way 

to be certain you'll get top re- 

turns for the labor and expense 
involved. 

First of all, as with all farm 
equipment, read and study the 
instruction manual carefully. 
You have to understand the 
operation of your rig before you 
can get top performance from it. 

Initial inspection 

If the rig has not been used 
for some time, it’s always a 
good idea to check it out with 
clear water before mixing up a 
tank of spray material and head- 
ing for the field. 

Make certain that the tank 
is securely mounted and _ per- 
fectly clean. Always add clean 
water. Dirt is one of the most 
frequent causes of poor sprayer 
operation. 

If your rig uses a pump fas- 
tened directly to the tractor PTO 
shaft, the pump should be se- 
cured from rotation by a chain 
only. Don’t bolt the pump to 


any kind of a solid mounting 
bracket unless the manual spe- 
cifically states to do so. 

With the tractor still parked, 
run the engine up to normal 
PTO speed, and adjust the pres- 
sure regulator on the sprayer. 
Failure to reach this pressure 
probably means you have a worn 
pump or an air leak in the suc- 
tion line. 

Check for an air leak first. A 
worn pump will require the ad- 
vice of your dealer as to wheth- 
er replacement of parts is pos- 
sible, or whether the entire 
pump must be replaced. Usual- 
ly a gear-type pump must be 
replaced as a unit. However, 
some vane-type pumps can be 
repaired by replacement of 
parts only. 


Uniform spraying 

Next, check for pressure leaks 
and clogged nozzles. A leak on 
the pressure side of the system 
will allow an excess of spray 
material to be dropped on a 
portion of your crop. 

This excess dosage may dam- 
age or kill the plants it hits, as 


well as wasting spray material 
Any clogged nozzles should be 
removed, disassembled and 
cleaned thoroly. 

Next, check the uniformity of 
flow from the nozzles by ad- 
justing the boom just high 
enough to clear a quart fruit 
jar. Then place a jar under each 
of the nozzles and operate the 
sprayer. 

The jars should fill at an 
equal rate. If any of the jars 
fill slowly, remove that nozzle, 
disassemble it and clean thoroly. 
You may have to replace it with 
another nozzle. Uniform distri- 
bution is essential. 

Nozzles, boom adjustment 

Two types of nozzles are avail- 
able. The fan type nozzle pro- 
duces a flat, fan shaped dis- 
charge. These nozzles must be 
adjusted so that the spray pat- 
tern is parallel to the boom. 
A hollow-cone nozzle gives a 
circular pattern, but height of 
the boom is critical if you are 
to produce a uniform spray 
pattern. 

Boom adjustment consists pri- 
marily of two items: height of 
boom and nozzle arrangement. 
For full broadcast coverage the 
spray nozzles should be carried 
at about 18 inches above the 
ground. 

When spraying corn that is 
over 8 to 10 inches tall, it will 
be necessary to use boom drops 
for weed control. These drops 
are short lengths of tubing that 
are screwed into the boom out- 


lets. The nozzles are attached 
to the lower end of the drops. 

Then, you can get the spray 
material under the corn plant 
leaves and onto the weeds. 

However, for first brood corn 
borer control you should use 
three nozzles per row; one on 
either side and one directly 
over the row. 

Nozzles are normally rated in 
gallons per acre at 4 miles per 
hour tractor ground speed, 30-40 
psi pressure, and 20 inch spac- 
ing. 

After completing the spray 
job clean the sprayer thoroly. 
For some chemicals, the manual 
may recommend that you pump 
a tank of a household detergent 
and water thru the sprayer to 
clean it. Be sure that all the 
nozzles are thoroly cleaned. 

It’s also a good idea to hose 
down the tractor and the tires 
to remove any traces of chemi- 
cals. Some chemicals may dam- 
age the tractor metal or rubber 
tires. 
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“For crying out loud! Let’s 
don’t take this ‘watch dog’

SCIENTISTS at Cornell Univer- 
sity are trying to produce 
smaller, rather than larger, 
heads of cabbage.

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Weigh decision on making grass silage 


Quality depends on right handling; 
value keyed to feeding operations 


Goon grass silage is a feed 

that many stockmen like. 
But fewer of them are making it 
these days. 

A big reason is the failure to 
get “good” silage. Many have 
been discouraged by forage that 
ended up as a foul-smelling 
mess. 
~ Others, as animal-husband- 
man Bill Zmolek of lowa State 
College reports, “find that 
cattle don’t eat enough grass 
silage in the winter.” 

Zmolek adds, “High qual- 
ity dry hay gives better 
performance than grass 
silage with beef cattle. 
Another factor in the cooling 

interest in grass silage is the 
development of one-man baling 
equipment and hay conditioners 

Farm operators who use grass 
silage like its harvesting ad 
vantages. There’s less chance 
of losing forage to wet weather 

The ensiling 
can’t improve the quality of 
forage put in the silo. So 
you must start with good 
material.

tenth bloom is about right. Half- 
bloom is acceptable for the 
second crop. 

Red clover can be cut at half 
to three-quarters bloom. 

A moisture content of 65 to 
70 percent is about right. It’s 
hard to get this stage with di- 
rect chopping, if you cut in early 
bloom. 

Wilting is recommended by 
some agricultural colleges. For- 
age is mowed and allowed to 
dry in the swath a few hours 
before chopping. 

The “squeeze method” can 
then be used to determine 
moisture content. Squeeze a 
handful of chopped material in 
a tight fist for half a minute. 


If moisture shows  be- 
tween your fingers, or the 
forage stays in a tight ball, 
it’s too wet. 

When moisture is about right, 
the ball will be loose and 
springy. It may fall apart slowly 
in chunks. If it falls apart 
easily it’s too dry. 

Cutting stage and moisture 
content are two important keys 
to successful ensiling of hay 
crops. Packing is another

But the upper third should be 
packed. 

A horizontal silo can best be 
packed with a tractor. 

Packing should be continued 
as long as there’s any settling. 
Air spaces must be eliminated. 

A preservative may be needed 
to insure a top-quality product, 
too. 

Ground corn or corn and cob 
meal is a popular preservative. 
And it adds to the feed value 
of silage. 

From 200 to 250 pounds of 
corn and cob meal are used per

Get good service 
from your mower 


AN HOUR or 2 spent now in 
+ * servicing your power mower 
will enable it to do a more effi- 
cient job of mowing grass and 
weeds all summer. 

When your mower is in good 
repair, you'll do a better job 
with less effort. Here are the 
items that you will want to 
check: 

Cleaning—First, clean it 
thoroly. The engine and the 
mower frame can be readily 
cleaned by brushing on kero- 
sene or fuel oil. Or you may 
want to buy a water soluble sol- 
vent that is used in cleaning 
auto engines. 

Whatever liquid you use, al- 
low it to set to loosen the hard- 
ened grease. Then, wash the 
mower with a garden hose to 
flush away the accumulated 
grease and dirt. 

Next step is to remove the 
spark plug wire. This is a safety 
factor to keep the engine from 
being started accidentally. 
Scrape the dried, encrusted ma- 
terial from the under side of 
the mower housing. These de- 
posits, if not removed, will ef- 
fect the flow of air and grass 
clippings, and reduce mowing 
efficiency. 

Cutting blade—Remove the 
cutting blade and sharpen by 
grinding or filing. On most 
mowers, the cutting edge should 
be sharpened to an angle of 
about 45 degrees. 

Be careful to remove about 
the same amount of metal from 
each cutting surface of the 
blade. This will keep the blade 
in balance and help reduce 
vibration. 

When you put the blade back 
on, reassemble the fasteners in 
their original arrangement. 
Tighten the nut on the end of 
the shaft and secure it by bend- 
ing over the ears of the locking 
plate. 

Engine—In order to start 
readily and run properly, a gas- 
oline engine has three basic re- 
quirements—fuel, compression, 
and ignition. 

Check to see that the gasoline 
tank is free from water or other 
foreign material. 

Fuel line from the tank to 
carburetor must be free of dirt, 
water, or gum deposits, too. 
Blow the line out with com- 
pressed air. Wash the fuel line 
and fittings in acetone to re- 
move the gum deposits. 

Adjust the needle valve so 
that it’s opened the right 
amount. This can be set, with 
the engine running, by adjust- 
ing it until the engine operates 
at the highest speed for a given 
throttle setting. 

Over-heating often occurs 
when the fuel line touches the 
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muffler or engine block. Bend 
the line away from the heat or 
replace it with a new line of 
flexible, plastic tubing. 


Vapor lock can be caused 
by either an overheated en- 
gine or an over-heated gas- 
oline line. If the flywheel 
fins and screen are clean, 
the engine shouldn’t over- 
heat. 


In order for the fuel to burn 
properly, it must have the re- 
quired amount of air. Remove 
and clean the air filter in sol- 
vent to prevent unwanted chok- 
ing of the air supply. Then, 
tighten all fittings. 

Compression is controlled 
primarily by the fit of the piston 
rings in the cylinder core and 
by the condition of the valves 
Repairing either of these items 
is a job for an experienced serv- 
ice-man. 

However, engines that 
have been out of use for 
several months may not de- 
velop compression because 
the piston rings can’t seal 
against the dry cylinder 
wall. 


To correct this situation, re- 
move the spark plug and pour 
one to 2 tablespoons of crank- 
case oil into the cylinder. Then, 
turn the engine over by hand 
several times before replacing 
the plug. 

A loose or broken spark plug 
will also prevent satisfactory 
compression. A hissing sound 
when the engine is cranked, 
indicates this. 

Check to see that the spark 
plug is clean, dry and properly 
gapped, and does not have a 
cracked insulator or burned 
electrode. 

If you don’t get a strong 
spark, open the magneto case 
and check the points. If the 
points are only slightly pitted, 
they can be smoothed with a 
thin point file. Points that are 
badly worn or pitted should be 
replaced. You may want to have 
a mechanic do this job.

Say milking methods play role 
in disease spread or control 


JROFIT-ROBBING mastitis 

steals from nearly all dairy- 

men at some time. 

Milk producers in Mitchell 
county, Iowa, have had their 
share of trouble with the dis- 
ease. In a mail survey there 
this winter, 75 percent of all 
men who answered said they 
have had mastitis in their milk- 
ing herds. 

The survey was the first 
step in a program supported 
by the Mitchell county ex- 
tension council, county 
dairy council, dairies and 
creameries, and veterinari- 
ans. 

Assistant county extension 
director Gene Carroll, former 
dairy fieldman, provides ex- 
perienced leadership for the 
project. 

“This isn’t a control pro- 
gram,” he points out. “Our pur- 
pose at this time is just to give 
producers the information they 
need about mastitis. 

“The survey gave us a chance 
to find out where people were 
in their thinking about the dis- 
ease,” Carroll adds. “Then we 
planned our educational efforts 
to provide needed facts.” 

Tips on management aimed 
at cutting down mastitis trouble 
have been provided in a series 
of newsletters. The letters went 
to a mailing list of nearly 900 
this spring. 

They stressed that mastitis 
control involves sanitation, man- 
agement, and treatment. 


Altho the program is not 
in an action stage, there 
are indications it’s having 
an effect. 

“I think the program is get- 
ting results,” says Jerry Jacob- 
son, quality field man for a 
Mitchell county creamery. “Our 
producers are showing more 
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awareness of problems connect- 
ed with mastitis.” 

What’s the biggest problem? 
“Mishandling the milker on the 
cow,” Jacobson says. The news 
letters used in the Mitchell coun- 
ty program emphasize correct 
milking procedure. 

These suggestions are made 
Under sanitation: 

1. Wash teats and udder with 
warm disinfectant solution. De 
this just before attaching the 
machine. Use separate dispos- 
able towels for each cow. 

2. Squeeze first milk into a 
strip cup. This gives an oppor 
tunity to check it. And it keeps 
it off the floor, where infected 
milk may help spread mastitis 

3. Rinse teat cups in disin 
fectant solution between cows 

The following basic points 
are included under the heading 
of management 

1. Keep cows out of mud 
holes. Make sure floors, ap 
proaches and sills don’t offer in 
jury hazards. 

2. Provide plenty of bedding 
in stalls and loose housing areas 

3. Always milk infected cows 
last. Start with heifers, then 
older clean cows, then known 
infected cows. 

4. Leave milker on only as 
long as there’s milk flow. This 
is usually 3 to 5 minutes per 
cow. 

5. Strip by machine. Then 
remove cups promptly but gen 
tly. 

6. Keep milk inflations in 
good condition. Operate ma- 
chine vacuum and pulsation ac 
cording to manufacturer’s direc 
tions.

units per man. And don’t feed 
milk from infected cows to 
growing heifers. 

Despite careful sanitation and 
good management, mastitis may 
flare up in a herd. Treatment 
will be needed. Mitchell county 
farmers have been advised to: 

1. Consider mastitis as a herd 
problem. Test each quarter of 
every cow. 

2. Determine the type of bac- 
teria present by having a test 
and diagnosis made. _ Select 
drugs on that basis. 

3. Hold milk from _ treated 
quarters off the market at least 
72 hours. 

4. Follow suggested sanita- 
tion and management practices. 

Sanitation and management 
are important. Drugs are ef- 
fective in knocking out infec- 
tions. But if the causes of the 
trouble aren’t removed, repeated 
infections can be expected. 

“And mastitis can really 
knock production,” declares 

Keith Francis, Mitchell 

county dairyman. 


He recalls trouble in the past. 
So he works hard to keep his 
herd free of infection. 

“Correct use of the milker 
is the biggest thing,” Francis 
says. “All machines are good 
if they’re run right,” he adds. 

Francis milks over 30 cows, 
expects to be up to 40 soon. 
He sells grade A milk. 

Another Mitchell county 
dairyman, Lloyd Kroneman, 
“knows what mastitis is.” When 
he started milking 20 years ago, 
he lost some valuable cattle with 
the disease. 

Kroneman searched for the 
cause of his trouble. And he 
found he wasn’t using his ma- 
chine properly. 

“That’s 90 percent of any 
dairyman’s trouble,” he says. 


Practical dairymen, ex- 
tension specialists and vet- 
erinarians agree on the im- 
portance of proper milking 
procedures in preventing 
mastitis. 


The Mitchell county mastitis 
information program is remind- 
ing milk producers of the im- 
portance of prevention and con- 
trol. It’s also giving them facts 
that are helping them do the 
job right

Cut “lost” field time 


Valuable time may be spent on off-the- 


tractor jobs. 


Field layout, flow of 


materials, and condition of equipment 
all work together to affect efficiency. 


YOOD WEATHER in mid-May 
finds folks anxious to finish 
corn planting and move on to 
other jobs. Even in this rush 
period, however, time for plan- 
ning can pay big. 


Few folks would guess that 
up to half of the field time for 
corn planting can be gobbled 
up by off-the-tractor jobs. Re- 
cent lowa State College studies 
showed check row planters oper- 
ating only 50 to 65 percent of 
the time they were in the field 
Drill operations did better—70 
to 85 percent. No cross check 
to line up at every turn with 
drilling 


There was about a 15 
percent difference in effi- 
ciency within both systems. 
Operating at the top end of 
the range lets you plant in 
7 hours the same acres you 
would in 8 hours at the low 
efficiency 


Where do the differences 
come? You plant corn no faster 
than you can bring seed and 
fertilizer to the planter and fill 
the hoppers. So spot seed and 
fertilizer along the edge of the 
field to make filling as fast as 
possible. 


You have to turn at the end 
of the row. But you can arrange 
fields so rows are as long as 
possible. That gives more plant- 
ing and less turning. 


The same principles apply to 
most other operations. Let’s 
look at the service and empty 
time for some of these 


baling straw 39% 
second cultivation of 

corn (4-row) 16 
field chop hay 45 
mow hay 21 
rake hay 14 
spray corn (6-row) 29 


To be sure, some service time 
is necessary. Equipment must 
be greased. Hoppers must be 
filled. Some turning and run- 
ning empty cannot be avoided, 
of course. 

But in many operations, field 
repairs and adjustments were 
the big items. Often, these 
could have been taken care of 
ahead of going to the field. 

Another common bottleneck 
comes during harvesting when 
operations are halted by slow 
movement of product away from 
the equipment. Corn picking, 
for example, comes to a stand- 
still, if there’s no empty wagon 
ready for the picker. Number 
of wagons, size of crew, and 
distance of hauling influence 
the time spent waiting for wag- 
ons. 

If you are short on field work 
capacity, the answer may lie in 
streamlining the operation—

getting more from _ present 
equipment—rather than in big- 
ger machinery. 

Capacity of machinery does 
not increase directly with size, 
warn Iowa State College engi- 
neers. For example, they com- 
pared 4row and 6-row corn 
planters. 


Theoretically, you'd ex 
pect the 6-row to plant 15 
acres while the 4-row was 
planting 10. But it didn’t 
work out that way in the 
field. 


The 4-row was in actual opera 
tion 76.5 percent of the time 
The 6-row was planting 69.4 
percent of the time. As a re 
sult, the 6-row planted 13 
acres instead of 15 

So if you can pick up an ex 
tra 10 to 20 percent efficiency 
with your present equipment 
you may come out with about 
the same work capacity you'd 
get from a larger machine. Of 
course, the same practices that 
add to the cfficiency of present 
equipment could do the same 
for larger machines 


Here are some things you can 
do to increase the actual oper 
ating time when your equip 
ment is in the field 


1. Make necessary repairs and 
all possible adjustments before 
you want to go to the field 
This work can be done on rainy 
days or whenever there are few 
er profitable alternative uses 
for labor 


2. Plan the flow of materials 
to or away from your equip 
ment. Could size of the hoppers 
on your corn planter be in 
Would an extra wagon 
or bigger wagons, let you pi 
more corn?

The middle income group had 
13 percent who hoped their 
boys would follow this plan.

One woman in Cerro Gordo 
county spoke for the majority 
in saying the boy should make 
his own choice.

need nitrogen 


ATITROGEN SHORTAGE in 

your cornfields may mean 
nubbins instead of sound, well- 
filled ears. Peak use of nitro- 
gen comes about tasseling and 
silking time. Corn is a heavy 
feeder all thru the knee high to 
late August period. 

Most Iowa soils need extra 
nitrogen for top corn y.elds. 

Many folks prefer to broad- 
cast nitrogen and plow it down 
or disk it in. Bu® there’s still 
time to apply nitrogen by side 
dressing after the corn is up 


Side dressing can be done 
any time after corn is up 
thru the last cultivation. 
It’s generally best to have 
the job done at least by 
mid-June. 

Two reasons for this are 

(1) There’s less root pruning 
if the nitrogen is applied before 
a full set of roots are developed 
between the rows 

(2) There may not be enough 
rains after later applications to 
carry the nitrogen down into 
the root zone 

The form of nitrogen—solid, 
liquid or gas—makes little dif- 
ference. Tests show about the 
same results for all three as 
long as the same amount of 
actual plant food is being used. 


Place the nitrogen anywhere 
between the rows. Root systems 
cover the whole area. You may 
prefer mid-way between the 
rows to reduce root pruning. 

This is especially true if you 
are using anhydrous ammonia. 
It should go about 6 inches into 
the soil. 

How much nitrogen should 
you apply? A soil test is the 
best guide. It also spots short- 
ages of phosphate or potash that 
can limit yields even if plenty 
of nitrogen is used 

Now, suppose your soil has 
plenty of phosphate and potash. 
Here’s a guide on the amount 
of nitrogen to use 

(1) First year corn on legume 
sod and getting manure may not 
need extra nitrogen 

(2) First year corn without 
manure is likely to need 30 to 
60 pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre. Use the heavier rate 
for thicker stands or poorer 
soils. 

(3) Second year corn getting 
manure will need about the 
same—30 to 60 pounds 

(4) Second year corn without 
manure needs 40 to 100 pounds. 
Again, thicker stands or poorer 
soils call for the heavier amount 

(5) Third year corn or con-

60 to 120 pounds of nitrogen. 
Use the lower rate on fields get- 
ting a heavy coating of manure

Whose fault when 
teenagers marry? 


HIS IS for parents. Parents of teen- 
agers who have announced that they 
are married, about to get married, or who 
fearfully admit they “must” get married. 
If you're like most parents, you are 
surprised, shocked, and possibly embar- 
rassed. 

Perhaps your first reaction is one of 
distraction. Why, you wonder, did your 
child—let’s call her Ellen—do this to 
you? Why doesn’t she want to finish high 
school and go on to college like her older 
brother and sister? 


Perhaps you'll wonder what the 
neighbors and other folks in the 
neighborhood are going to say and 
think. 


But take another look at Ellen—she 
looks more rebellious than happy. You 
realize suddenly that you and Ellen aren’t 
very close—it’s been a long time since 
you've been able to talk to her 

If your child is a boy—you wonder why 
he doesn’t want to finish high school. He’s 
always been a good student and interested 
in athletics and other high school activi- 
ties. What has he let himself in for? How 
can an 18-year-old support a wife and 
family without an education? 

But after the first shock is over you 
realize you aren’t alone in this situation 
You recall that four girls dropped out of 
your high school last year to get married. 
Boys too, dropped out to get a job to 
support a family. This has been going 
on for several years. 
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You know, too, that some of these mar- 
riages have gone on the rocks. Girls have 
gone back to their parents’ home with 
their baby or babies. And the boy has 
gone off to the army, disillusioned and un- 
happy. 


Why is this happening, not only in 
your community but all over the 
country? While the percentage of 
teenage marriages is still small, the 
number is increasing steadily. 


A study of this problem has been made 
right here in Iowa by Lee Burchinal, as- 
sistant professor of sociology at Iowa State 
College. His report of the research is 
pretty illuminating. 

Professor Burchinal interviewed 60 
girls (14-18) who married before gradu- 
ating from high school. Then he matched 
the answers with those of 60 girls who 
hadn’t married before graduation 

In general, Professor Burchinal found 
that girls who married before graduation 
had started dating younger; had begun 
“going steady” earlier; and had more 
close friends who had married at a young 
age. 


The divorce rate for couples who 
marry young is greater, too. And 
when there is no divorce, according 
to the study, the ratings of marital 
bappiness are lower for the young 
married folks. 


Before you blame your child, look at 
your own responsibilities. Who allowed 
Ellen or Bill the freedom of early dating?

WHO GETS THE BABY? Studies 
show that many teenage marriages 
end in divorce. Too immature to ac- 
cept the work and responsibility of 
marriage, they break up and the baby 
loses its home. 


Who sanctioned their “going steady” 
while still in early teens? 

There is such a thing as parental author- 
ity even in this day and age. 

What’s wrong with teenage marriages? 
On the surface it seems as tho they might 
be advisable. Teenagers are flexible, 
healthy, and better able to adjust than 
older couples. 

It’s true that many teenagers are ma- 
ture enough to assume the responsibility 
of a home and family. Many live full 
and happy lives. 

But community examples, as a rule, 
bear out national figures that nearly half 
of these marriages are unsuccessful and 
end in divorce. 

This is especially true where pregnancy 
is involved. Worried and distracted par- 
ents may wonder if marriage is the best 
answer for their daughter. 


Would it be better for her, they 
may wonder, to let her child be 
adopted into a more stable home 
where it would get love and good 
care? 


Would this give their daughter a chance 
to finish school, take some specia) train- 
ing or go on to college? Certainly this 
would give her a better start on a happy 
and normal life. 

Maybe you think this can’t happen in 
your family. And perhaps it won’t—it 
depends on many different circumstances 
But should your son or your daughter 
come to you with such an announcement, 
remember it is too late for anger or 
recriminations. 

Children, married or about to be mar- 
ried, need help and guidance more than 
ever before. It wasn’t their fault that they 
were born into such a compiex social sys- 
tem such as we have today 

This might be a good time to recall a 
statement by Dr. Paul Landis, an eminent 
sociologist who said: “A 14-year-old boy 
faces more moral decisions today than his 
grandfather had to face in his whole lif

Farm woman has 


a wild flower park 


Protas for miles around like 

to visit the Victor Fagen 
farm in Dallas county, Iowa. 
They enjoy walking thru the 
beautiful little park where Mrs. 
Fagen has transplanted hun- 
dreds of native wild flowers and 
shrubs. 

Mrs. Fagen, who says that she 
has loved wild flowers all her 
life, started the park about 3 
years ago. It began when she 
saw some native timber land 
along the Raccoon river being 
cleared for a power line. 

The company installing the 
line gave Mrs. Fagen permission 
to dig up the flowers before 
they were destroyed. 

Mrs. Fagen and her husband 
fenced off a 3-acre_ timber 
pasture just back of their house. 

This area has a small 
creek running thru the 
center with hills on either 
side. The park already had 
some fine native trees and 

a lot of shrubs. 

Mrs. Fagen didn’t start by 
clearing the area. She left the 
fallen leaves, the brush and the 
rotting wood. She knew that 
this was the natural setting for 
wild flowers. 

The idea of the park came 
from Mrs. Fagen, but her hus- 
band and three daughters en- 
tered into it with a great deal 
of interest and enthusiasm. They 
transplanted bushels of wild 
flowers during the seasons. Most 
of them took root and grew in 
their new home. 

Neighbors and friends became 
interested and offered native 
plants that grew in timbered 
areas on their land. 

Mrs. Fagen has used a great 
deal of imagination in planning 
her park. There are a number 
of trails going thru it. One fol- 
lows the little creek and has 
several tiny bridge crossing. 

Another trail leads to the 
highest spot in the park 
where Mrs. Fagen has 
placed a porch swing. 

The family enjoys sitting here 
where they can watch the birds 
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and small animals that make 
their home in the park. 

In planning the park, Mrs. 
Fagen has had her five small 
grandchildren in mind, too 
Along one of the trails she has 
constructed a number of bird- 
sized mailboxes. Each mailbox 
carries an address. One reads 
“Mr. Robin Redbreast, Fork 2, 
Limb 9.” 

The children know each mail- 
box, bird house, and trail mark- 
er. They walk as carefully along 
the paths as their grandmother. 

Early each spring the dif- 
ferent varieties of trilliums stick 
their heads thru the leaves, 
these are followed by blood- 
roots, spring beauties, violets 
and a wide variety of flowers 
right thru the season. 

Each flower is labeled to 
help visitors recognize the 
plants. 

The park has grown to be 
most a community project 
first, the family often cooked 
meals over a native-rock fire- 
place on the edge of the park 
rain or bugs would 
cut their picnics short. So M: 
Fagen built a glassed-in summer 
house near the creek. 

This made a splendid place 
to invite friends, neighbors and 
church groups to meet for an 
afternoon or an evening. 

But the size of the groups 
soon outgrew the summer house 
This last year, Mr. Fagen ex- 
panded it so that it will take 
care of larger groups. It is in 
constant use now. 

Where will this project go 
from here? Mrs. Fagen wants 
the fence moved back to en- 
close some flowering crab trees 
that grow on the other side. 
This will add another acre or 
so to the present park and give 
the wild flowers more area to 
expand. Mr. Fagen is willing. 

“It’s very satisfying” says 
Mrs. Fagen, “to help save some 
of our wildlife, trees and flow- 
ers. If we make no effort, some 
of them will probably be gone 
forever.”

FEED EFFICIENCY is especial- 
ly important in times of low 
egg prices. So is the production 
level. “You can’t produce eggs 
profitably if production is less 
than 50 to 55 percent,” says 
Paul Walther, Iowa State Col- 
lege poultry specialist.

HEAVY CULLING may be nec- 

essary to keep the production 
rate up. When egg prices and 
production are low, culling 
pays, Walther says.

hehe FOLKS like to fish better 
than Iowa farmers. In fact, 
state conservation officials find 
that farmers as a group make 
up a sizeable part of the state’s 
fishing and boating fans. 

Farm fishermen often have 
fine fishing right at home. Farm 
ponds, properly stocked and 
managed, produce some excel- 
lent largemouth bass. Hooking 
into a couple pounds of fighting 
bass has made many a man a 
lifetime fisherman. 

Complimentary to 
farm ponds are panfish. Blue- 
gills and crappies are _ both 
adaptable and prolific. They re- 
produce at a rapid rate—even 
to the point of overpopulating 
waters that aren’t fished enough. 


bass in 


This shortage of fishing 
is often the weakest link in 
management of farm ponds. 
Panfish can provide excellent 

sport—especially with light 
tackle. Try a trout-weight fly- 
rod or light spinning tackle to 
get the fullest fight from spawn- 
ing bluegill or hungry crappies. 

Even without a farm pond, 
few farms are far from good 
fishing. Artificial lakes, dotted 
over much of the state, are well 
stocked with bass, panfish, and 
perhaps other game fish. 

City reservoirs and other im- 
poundments also provide likely 
spots for fishing fun. Some duck 
marsh areas contain heavy popu- 
lations of scrappy largemouth 
bass. 

Iowa’s natural lakes — 
those not silted full—are 
good spots for fishing, too. 


Streams all over the state 
hold some good fishing, too. 
Some small coldwater streams 
in northeast Iowa are managed 
for trout and regularly stocked. 
This area is actually a trout hot 
spot—provided you know more 
about catching trout than the 
trout does about avoiding the 
hook. Trout fishing is sport to 
test your finest skill. 

Both border rivers, the Mis- 
sissippi and the Missouri offer

All over the state, bull- 
heads provide sport for 
fishermen of all ages. Other 
species of catfish, often 
reaching impressive size, 
are widely caught.

Many of the state’s potential 
game fish waters are overpopu- 
lated with rough fish like carp. 
Until these areas can be man- 
aged to eliminate the rough fish, 
it’s worthwhile to take advan- 
tage of them, too. Lunker carp 
are good scrappers that require 
skill to land. Try smoking the 
meat and you'll find it a real 
treat, too. 

A wide range of equipment 
can be used successfully for 
Iowa fishing. Flyrods are much 
easier to use than most folks 
would guess. The light action 
means more sport with panfish 
and makes landing a sizeable 
bass an adventure. Casting rods 
with heavier action are desir- 
able when you’re going for king 
size “cats” or the rugged carp. 
Spinning equipment, once an 
in-between compromise, has 
earned a place of its own. Tho 
light in action, it handles size- 
able fish with ease. 

Even a bamboo pole and line 
with a length of light leader will 
often take as many fish as ex- 
pensive gear. 

Fishing can be done from 
bank or boat. For most Iowa 
purposes, a boat that’s used 
strictly for fishing is usually 
light weight and easy to main- 
tain. Shallow draft is important 
on many rivers. In fact, a canoe 
makes an excellent fishing craft 
on most waters. 

Many local fishing philoso- 
phers decided long ago that 
equipment need not be impor- 
tant .. . the big thing is enjoy- 
ment and relaxation that comes 
with a change from the daily 
work routine.

How farmers vote 


on the kind of federal 


farm program they want 


HAT DO farmers want—if anything 

—in the way of a federal farm 
program? Farm organizations disagree. 
So do congressmen. 

To find out what Iowa farmers want, 
Wallaces Farmer Poll went to the country 
for personal interviews with a representa- 
tive cross section of farm operators. The 
questions and answers are shown below 
in the table on this page. 

How many farmers want no govern- 
ment programs of any kind? Wallaces 
Farmer has run many surveys over the 
years and asked this question in different 
ways. Around 20 to 25 percent of the 
Iowa farmers interviewed usually vote 
against government programs. 


This time, 17 percent said, “No 
government programs of any kind.” 


What kind of folks made up this 17 
percent? They were apt to be over 50, 
small operators (some part-time) and more 
often Republicans than Democrats. 

Here is the way the folks who said “no 
programs” lined up according to age: 


5% of those 20-34 years 
19% of those 35-49 years 
23% of those 50 and up 


Note that even tho older farmers gave 
a heavier vote for “no programs” than 
others, they still gave a majority for some 
kind of program. Older farmers voted 14 
percent for “liberal price supports with 
strict allotments,” 18 percent for “con- 


46 


trol thru land retirement,” and 18 percent 
for production payments (No. 5). 

Production payments (“let the market 
set the price on everything but with the 
government making up the difference 
between selling price and a high level of 
parity”) have been debated for many 
years. lowa farmers in the past have 
showed a good deal of interest in this 
method of support. 

This is how men on farms of different 
size voted in favor of production pay- 
ments: 


16% of those with 30-99 crop acres 
25% of those with 100 acres and up 


This same big farmer group only voted 
14 percent for “no government pay- 


ments.” They voted 24 percent for allot- 
ments and 20 percent for land retirement 
programs. 

Political affiliation made a difference 
in choice of programs. Thirty percent of 
the men who voted for Murray (Rep.) 
for governor in 1958 wanted “no govern- 
ment programs.” Loveless voters (Dem.) 
only had 9 percent in this class. 

Here is the political break-down of 
those favoring production payments: 


18% of Republicans 
28% of Democrats 
14% of non-voters 


Size of hog herds didn’t make much dif- 
ference in the vote. Men who sold 150 
head or more in 1958 voted about like 
those with smaller herds. 

Benson’s corn program (No. 3) got a 
very small vote from every group. Here 
is the political breakdown of those favor- 
ing it: 


6% of Republicans 
4% of Democrats 
3% of non-voters 


Undecided voters were important. 
Many of these men were well informed, 
knew the arguments, but couldn’t make 
up their minds. One-fourth of the num- 
ber interviewed were in this class. 

Following are comments by different 
farmers on these questions: 

“Have high support prices, but crack 
down on acreages. Only way to get rid 
of surplus and keep prices up.”—Sac 
county. 

“I’m not much for any controls. 
Nothing seems to work. Look at the mess 
now,”’—Louisa county. 

“We had a good program a few years 
ago when we had strict allotments and 
we got as high as $1.60 for sealing. Then 
you couldn’t seal corn if you weren’t in 
the program.’”’—Palo Alto county. 

“I’m old fashioned; let the law of sup- 
ply and demand rule. I want no program 
of any kind.”—Wright county.

Vaccination prevents 
overeating disease 


Thrifty young lambs and 
calves are subject to overeating 
disease (enterotoxemia). It af- 
fects animals both during the 
suckling stage and while on 
growing and fattening rations. 

Death losses are common. It 
strikes rapidly. Young animals 
apparently normal at night may 
be found dead the next morning. 

Affected animals are likely to 
be listless and off feed. They 
may show nervous symptoms 
with possible paralysis. 

The disease is caused by a 
toxin produced by a germ with- 
in the animal. An anti-toxin can 
save affected animals if given 
soon enough. Vaccination can 
prevent the disease. 

Since young stock on good 
feed are most susceptible, enter- 
otoxemia is often known as over- 
eating disease. 


Your vet can check 
fertility of bull 

A veterinarian can check the 
fertility of a new bull rather 
easily. Such a move often 
proves wise. 

A low fertility bull can spread 
the calving period out over 
several months. Some cows may 
even show up barren. 

More and more buyers are 
requiring a fertility check be- 
fore they purchase a new bull. 


Disease prevention tips 
for cattle on pasture 
Cattle going on pasture need 


to be watched closely for dis- 


ease. 

Blackleg is a common threat. 
On some pastures, vaccination is 
a must. Low cost makes vacci- 
nation a wise investment for 
all calves. Calves treated at less 
than 3 months of age should be 
re-vaccinated in the fall. 

Castration, dehorning, and 
other surgery should be done 
before fly time. If rubber bands 
are used for docking or castra- 
tion, close and regular inspec- 
tion is wise. They produce deep 
wounds that make ideal places 
for disease organisms to grow. 

Calfhood vaccination for 
brucellosis is important. This 
should be done before calves 
are 8 months of age. 

Young stock that did not win- 
ter well and were slow in shed- 
ding their winter coat may be 
heavily infested with parasites. 
It is best to treat this condition 
before animals are pastured. 


One of the common diseases | 


poor pasture is 
“hollow belly.” This is caused 
by a shortage of roughage— 
usually later in the season when 
the first lush growth is off the 
pasture. Prevention with suf- 
ficient roughage is better than 
treatment.

Control weeds 
on roadsides 


frok CONTROLLING roadside 

weeds, 2,4-D has given the 
best results, says E. P. Sylwester, 
extension weed specialist at 
Iowa State College. 

Roadside weeds should be 
sprayed with the ester form of 
2,4-D when they are growing— 
not after they have become old 
and tough. 


Often, in beginning con- 
trol programs, it’s neces- 
sary to spray roadsides and 
fencerows twice a _ year. 
After that, one well-timed 
application each year will 
be sufficient. 


For killing brush, Sylwester 
reports that mixtures of 2,4-D 
and 2,.4.5-T are used more ex- 
tensively than 2,4,5-T alone. 
With repeated treatment, few 
trees and brush will survive 
However, where resistant 
cies occur, 2,4,5-T may give bet- 
ter results.

Spraying brush over 10 feet 
high creates an eyesore. A 
good procedure here is to cut 
down the tall brush, then spray 
the persistent regrowth and 
stumps. 

Stump treatments are best 
when made before regrowth oc- 
curs, preferabiy at cutting time. 
Stumps, when dry, should be 
sprayed to runoff, concentrating 
on the bark.

A rotary hoe usually does the 
job of cultivating small corn. 
A spring-tooth weeder or spike- 
tooth harrow may do about as 
well. Then a tractor-mounted 
sweep cultivator can finish the 
job. 

The rotary hoe is especially 
effective against small seedling 
weeds in the corn row. In 
drilled, powder checked, or con- 
toured corn, this is about the 
only chance you have to get 
these weeds with cultivating 
equipment. Use of chemicals 
may be the best alternative for 
controlling these weeds. 

The hoe, weeder, or harrow 
may be used safely until corn 
is 5 or 6 inches tall. They let 
you get over the fields fast— 
much faster than with a sweep 
cultivator. 

In fact, speed is necessary 
with a rotary hoe. Speed helps 
break the soil crust and throws 
enough soil to cover any small 
weeds that are not destroyed 
otherwise. Hoe about as fast 
as you can travel safely on the 
field. On level fields this may 
range up to 10 or 12 miles an 
hour.

Plan a good 


water system 


LMOST 75 percent of Ilowa’s 

farms now have a pressure 
water system. If you are plan- 
ning on installing a pressure 
system, or improving the old 
one, here are some pointers on 
what to look for. 

Farm and family use of water 
is greater today than ever be- 
fore. Daily consumption of 
water is likely to increase even 
more on most farms, so be sure 
your system is geared to meet 
future, as well as present needs. 

Low-capacity wells, under- 
sized pumps, or too small pipes 
are typical weak spots in many 
pressure systems, according to 
veteran well-driller Art Butts, 
Cerro Gordo county, Iowa. 

Following are some sugges- 
tions for planning your pressure 
water system: 

Figure well capacity: Best 
bet is to have a well driller or 
reliable pump dealer test the 
well. 

Minimum capacity for fire 
protection is 10 gallons per min- 
ute. 

Donald Klever, Audubon coun- 
ty, Iowa, put in a 1,000-gallon 
cistern near his well. “I don’t 
want to be caught short in case 
of fire or any other emergency,” 
explains Klever. 

Don’t be tempted into the 
false economy of a small casing 
To have a satisfactory well, 
you'll want at least a 4-inch 
casing. 

“We start out with a 6%4- 
inch casing,” says Butts. “Once 
drilling is underway, you can’t 
go to a larger size.” 

Check purity: It’s wise to test 
the well water early to be sure 
it is safe to drink, too. Mail 
samples to Iowa State Hygienic 
Laboratory, Iowa City, Iowa. 
Cost is $2 per sample. They’ll 
furnish sample containers and 
instructions upon request. 

Location of well is especially 
important for good sanitation 
and water purity. Pit privy, 
septic tank or sewer should be 
located at least 50 feet, and live- 
stock 100 feet away from a well. 

Keep surface water out of the 
well by putting a well cap or 
seal over the top of the casing. 
Extending the casing 6 inches 
above the floor helps too. 

Choosing pump: First, con- 
sider your water source. A shal- 


low-well pump lifts water about 
22 feet. If your water level is 
deeper, you'll want a deep-well 
pump. 

The three types of pumps 
most commonly used today are 
reciprocating, jet, and submers- 
ible. Reciprocating and _ jet 
type work in either shallow or 
deep well. The submersible is 
a deep-well pump. 

Dale Henriksen, Audubon 
county, Iowa, dug a 350-foot, 
deep-well system 3 years ago. 
The well and pump cost about 
$2,100. 

“IT started out with a submers- 
ible pump, but because of sand 
seeping into the well, I had to 
put in a reciprocating type,” 
explains Henriksen. 

Size of pump: It’s better to 
have a pump that’s a little too 
large than one that’s too small. 

Base pump size on daily water 
requirements. Here’s a guide on 
average daily water use (gal- 
lons per day): 

Each member of family, 25 
to 50; each milking cow, 35; 
each dry cow or beef animal, 
12; each hog, 3; each 100 chick- 
ens, 3. 

Greatest water use normally 
occurs within a 2-hour period 
from 5 to 7 p.m. each day. So 
divide the total daily use by two 
when figuring the gallons per 
hour your pump must supply. 
You want to be sure your system 
will provide enough water dur- 
ing these peak periods. 

Pressure tank: Plan for at 
least a 42-gallon tank. And be 
sure it is equipped with a pres- 
sure relief valve. 

With a large livestock opera- 
tion, an 80-gallon or even a 120- 
gallon tank may be none too 
big. 

Size of pump motor will vary 
with tank size too. A one-fourth 
or one-half hp motor will do 
with a 42-gallon tank. 

Service piping. First, draw a 
map of your farmstead. Locate 
the spots where you'll want 
water, and plan for future ex- 
pansion. 

Then talk with your plumber 
on pipe size and depth, type of 
hydrants, shut-off valve, etc., 
and the other details that help 
make your pressure water sys- 
tem more serviceable and effi- 
cient.

Free trips for 
farm youths 

AN OUTSTANDING 4-H farm 
boy or girl from each state will 
get a free trip to Urbana, IIL, 
next August. They also will be 
presented with $50  scholar- 
ship awards, announces J. K. 
Stern, president of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Cooperation 

The Institute will be holding 
its summer conference in Ur- 
bana at the time.

Addition to lowa

CONSTRUCTION of a $650,-

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WHAT’S AHEAD 
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DAIRYING IS one of the bright spots in the outlook for 
agriculture. Price supports are at the same level as during 
1958. Milk supplies are expected to increase about as much 
as population. Indicated supplies should hold prices near 
the support level without leaving much for price support 
purchases. Cash receipts from dairying are expected to about 
equal the 1957 record of $4.6 billion for the nation. Most of 
this will be from whole milk. It made up 90 percent of all 
dairy products moved off farms last year. 


NUMBER OF dairy cows and heifers 2 years and older 
was 2.8 percent less on Jan. 1 than a year earlier. But in- 
creased production per cow, due to culling of low quality 
animals and increased feed grain supplies, has averaged 4 
percent so far this year. Here’s further evidence of increased 
productivity: Milk cow numbers in 1958 were 23 percent be- 
low the 1944 peak. Production per cow was up 38 percent. 
We got 7 percent more milk from the smaller number of 


cows. 
* * * 


STOCKS OF CORN in Iowa totaled 77,918,000 bushels on 
Apr. 1. This is 2 percent more than on the same date last 
year. The increase was split about equally between on-farm 
and off-farm storage 


* * * 


LOOK FOR production expenses of the farm to in- 
crease again this year—as they’ve done for 18 of the last 
20 years. The increase will come from both higher 
prices and increased quantities of goods purchased. 
Prices paid in mid-March averaged 3 percent higher than 
a year earlier. 

* * * 


THE RECOVERY in mill use of wool for carpeting and 
clothing is continuing. Both world and domestic prices have 


reflected this upturn. Inventories are light in view of the 
increased use prospects. As a result, wool price is expected 
to work on upward in the period ahead. 


* * * 


LAMB PRICES may work upward for the next few weeks. 
But look for a summer market to average a little below last 
year. Late fall and winter prices are likely to be better than 
last season. Tho about the same number of lambs is indi- 
cated, better distribution on the market is expected to pre- 
vent a repeat of last winter’s low prices. 


* * * 


GENERAL ECONOMIC OUTLOOK for the nation is almost 
booming. Recovery from the recession is noted on nearly 
all fronts. Some of these favorable factors, like increasing 
consumer income, tend to help support the farm outlook to a 
limited extent. Big farm problem is still more production 
than can be marketed at prices considered satisfactory.

FIRST CULTIVATION of your corn and soybeans 
may be the cheapest—if you use a rotary hoe.

ONE NEW RULING by Internal Revenue Service will be 
of interest to farmers. Payments of wages to children of a 
farmer or businessman may be deducted as a regular business 
expense even tho the child uses the money in partially sup- 
porting himself. The taxpayer’s $600 exemption for the 
child is not affected as long as the taxpayer still contributes 
more than 50 percent to the support of the child who is under 
19 years old or is a student at least 5 months of the year. 
Remember, even a child earning $600 or more must file a tax 
return. —Al Bull
